“It is my opinion^that the city 
should mak e application to the 
California State Beach and Park 
Commission for assistance in the 
financing of construction of groins 
to protect the public beach wes­ 
terly of the Newport Pier.” 
Nine Groins 
In explaining recommendations 
of the United States Beach Fros- 
ion Board, Patterson said: “The 
board's report recommended the 
construction of nine groins 350 
feet in length, and 5200 lineal 
feet of bulk head extending 
be­ 
tween 
33rd 
Street, 
and 
58th 
Street. The estimated cost was 
$236,000 
based 
on the use 
of 
treated timber sheet piling. 
“There is v ery little lik lihood 
of the State allocating sufficient 
funds to tak e care of the one-half 
of the cost, as recommended by 
the beach erosion board. There­ 
fore I recommend that a portion 
of the work be carried out in 
accordance with 
the following 
plan.” 
Patterson 
then 
recommended 
construction of 
350-foot groins 
at 30th, 33rd, and 36th Streets, 
and groins 470 feet in length at 
39th, 42nd, 45th, 48th, 52nd, 55th. 
and 58th Streets. He also urged 
construction of 2060 lineal feet of 
bulk head extending between 30th 
and 39th Streets. 
This plan, 
Patterson pointed 
out, eliminates the bulk head be­ 
tween 39th and 58th Streets, but 
adds groins at other points for 
protectiv e purposes. 
“The stretch of public beach 
between the Newport Pier and 
48th Street is in need of im­ 
mediate 
protection,” 
Patterson 
said. “At the present time the 
shoreline has receded shoreward 
to a point within 50 feet of the 
oceanfront sidewalk , and we can 
expect further recession of this 
shoreline within the 
next few 
months. 
Material Shifts 
“In 1935,” he added, “approxi­ 
mately 1,900,000 cubic yards of 
dredged materials were deposited 
between the pier and 50th Street. 
Roughly, 75 per cent of this ma­ 
terial has shifted up coast from 
40th Street.”

THE K EARNY ATTACK A 
NATURAL RESULT 
Every person who believes in cause and ef­ 
fect expected men in the American N a vy to be 
lost when we sent our soldiers to operate under 
the British war forces in Iceland. Germany, of 
course, is at war 
with England. When we have 
our m ilita ry forces operating in conjunction with 
England a t Iceland it is then only natural for I 
Germany to a tta ck our ships in self-defense, as 
well as those of the English. 
And when our boys 
were sent 
to Iceland, 
Roosevelt said 
that 
the 
British 
armed 
forces 
would be withdrawn from Iceland and we would 
take over the defense of Iceland. It seem s to be 
a trick on the part of England to keep English 
soldiers there so tha t our soldiers w ill be a t­ 
tacked. If England is so desperately in need of 
man-power and equipment to defend them selves 
in England or to help Russia, it seem s there is 
some definite purpose that prevents it from w ith­ 
drawing its soldiers from Iceland and let Ameri­ 
cans run the job a t Iceland. There seem s to be 
only one reason; tha t is, they want to use this as a 
means of g radually involving us in war. 
Mr. Simpson explained to Sena tor Vandenburg 
that it w a s difficult to g et troops for Iceland be. 
cause it is forbidden by la w to send conscripts 
or reserve officers out of the W estern 
Hem i­ 
sphere. Then it 
certa inly was folly to send a 
small force to Iceland, when they believed they 
could not g et a force large enough to permit 
England to withdraw. It looks like deceit on the 
part of the Administration and a deliberate plan 
on the part of England to compromise us. 
But even the loss of 11 sailors, due to this kind 
of practice on the part of our Commander-in- 
Chief, does not make the American people re­ 
sponsible for the unauthorized acts of the Presi­ 
dent. We, of course, regret the loss of lives of 
men in the American Navy, but when we have 
a man at the head of our government whose 
only course of action is governed by his own 
mutable will, then we can expect to lose millions 
of lives. 


14,000 CASUALTIES 


Insurance companies are 
authority for the 
sta tem ent that 14,000 young Americans of draft 
age lost their lives in accidents in the United 
Sta tes la st year. 
Public opinion would be thoroughly shocked 
if 14.000 dra ftees—a full army division of hea lthy 
youngsters, filled w ith the joy of living —were 
suddenly wiped out in ba ttle with some enemy. 
The avera g e reader is stopped for a minute, 
in som ething like shocked horror, when he reads 
the details of the la test fa ta l auto accident in 
his community. Much less dramatic is the home 
accident, 
unaccompanied 
by 
fla shing 
wheels, 
screeching brakes and crashing sound effects. 
Last yea r there were 9 6,500 accidental deaths 
from all ca uses—nea rly 4000 more than in the 
previous tw elve months. 
Motor 
vehicles 
caused 
one-third 
and fa lls 
caused one-fourth of a ll accidental deaths. Indus­ 
tria l accidents 
killed 
17,000 and m iscellaneous 
a ccidents killed 15,000. 
Two out of five tra ffic deaths were pedes­ 
trians. One out of every three wa s due to unsafe 
speed. 
* 
One out of every five w a s due to drinking. 
And nearly one-half of the drivers injured and 
hospitalized “ had been drinking.” 
That huge toll is not necessary, as any sa fety 
expert w ill agree. Quoting the tra g ic fa cts and 
figure* may help to remind people that the only 
m ea ns of changing them is the exercise of rea ­ 
sonable precaution and common sense by every­ 
body, everywhere, a ll the time.

In answer to my request to set down a m athe­ 
m a tica l. immutable, eterna l rule of conduct by 
which socia lists or dictators will a ttem pt to live, 
| a Socia list correspondent says tha t he 
agrees 
i with the divine la w of equal freedom but says, 
! ‘ just add 
‘of opportunity’,” Then he remarks, 
j "but remember the man who owns the ea rth’s 
j resources owns all the wealth that the laborers 
produce and need return only enough of tha t 
w ea lth to the producer as is necessary to keep 
him working .” 
The implication, of course, is that people ca n­ 
not ha ve equal opportunities when some people 
a re w ea lthier or own more of the natura l re­ 
sources of the world 
than others. 
He im plies 
tha t workers w ill then be paid only enough to 
keep soul and body together and, thus, cannot 
ha ve equal opportunity. 
But a ll history shows that many men are paid 
more than enough to keep soul and body to­ 
g ether when land and tools are priva tely owned. 
The millions of bank deposits and insurance poli­ 
cies, and the thousands of men who sta rted from 
scratch and now have va st fortunes, a ll are evi­ 
dence 
that men are 
paid more than 
a mere 
1 subsistence wage, as the socia list implies. 
If the theory of this socia list is correct, then 
the Indians’ practice of communism was better 
than 
our practice of private ownership where 
some ha ve va st fortunes and others nothing. Then 
the men in the Stone Age were better off than 
we are today because their opportunities were 
more nea rly equal. None of them had w ea lth of 
any consequence, so there w’as no g rea t degree 
of inequa lity of opportunity. 
La b o r On ly Gives Va lu e 
All the ea rth’s surfa ce wouldn’t be worth an 
hour’s tim e of a modern, skilled worker with the 
present tools and knowledge we have, if he had 
no more tools or knowledge than existed at the 
time of the Stone Age. W hat would an automo­ 
bile, refrigerator, radio or any of our modern 
conveniences be worth to the man in the Stone 
Age, who did not have the knowledge and other 
equipment to make them useful? An automobile 
would be of no use to a man if no one had the 
knowledge 
and 
machinery needed 
to produce 
g a soline and oil, or to build bridges and make 
good roads. 
Co n fu sio n On Mea n in g o f Eq u a l Op p o rtu n ity 
No, equa l opportunity does not mean tha t all 
people m ust have equal w ea lth. Quite often an 
inherita nce or a gift, instead of g iving the recip­ 
ient equal probability to produce as others, does 
him injury. 


If equa l opportunity m ea ns equal rig ht to try, 
without regard to probability of accomplishing 
equal results then equal opportunity is desirable; 
but if equal opportunity means those who are more 
capable m ust ha ve part of their property taken 
from them so they cannot use it or g ive It away, 
in order tha t others may more nea rly ha ve equal 
opportunity, then equal opportunity would be a 
curse to mankind. There is probably no sta tem ent 
tha t ha s confused people more g enera lly than 
this contention tha t people must ha ve equal op­ 
portunities with this kind of an interpretation. 
Would these defenders of equal opportunity, 
without defining it, contend tha t the child with 
little a bility 
to m a ster complicated 
situa tions 
must ha ve the sta te spend the same am ount of 
money and energ y on educa ting him a s it would 
spend on the capable and efficient youth who 
could m a ke use of the tra ining ? If not, where 
would the money come from to give to the effi­ 
cient more tra ining than the incom petent? If it 
were ta ken uniform ly from a ll citizens, the lea st 
efficient would have his opportunities thus cur­ 
tailed. He would be on a worse basis than he 
would be if the g overnm ent did nothing. 
If on the other hand the government took It 
from the fina ncia lly successful, and spent the 
same amount on every person, then the g overn­ 
ment is not 
perm itting 
these 
they 
ta ke 
the 
wea lth from to have equal opportunity to use 
their crea tive a bility and 
human initia tive as 
people w ith lesser ta lents and wea lth ha ve, who 
are not required to pay on the same basis. 
No, the socia list ha s not 
as yet w ritten a 
m a them a tica l, immutable, 
eterna l rule 
of con 
duct tha t he will a ttem pt to live by. He contra ­ 
dicts him self when he sug g ests tha t the fruits of 
labor m ust not belong equa lly to the men who 
produce them, w hether they produce much 
or 
little. W hen he im plies tha t men must not ha ve 
the fruits of their labor and have the rig ht to 
transmit it to whomsoever they desire, then he is 
not a dvocating the la w of equal freedom and a 
ra tional interpreta tion of the la w of equal op­ 
portunity. 
I would sug g est tha t socia lists like the one 
above referred to, a na lyze their m otives to see 
whether or not they a re rea lly desirous of helping 
their less fortuna te brothers or w hether their a c­ 
tual motive is to appear to be so doing, no m a tter 
how much harm their nostrums do to others. In 
short, are they interested only in being seen and 
heard of men— in lea ding the parade no m a tter 
where it g oes?

W ASHINGTON, D. C. — As 
long as m erchant ships carrying 
contraband a re unarmed they are 
entitled 
to

their passengers and crews placed

But in in­ 
ternational la w armed m ercha nt­ 
men may la w fully be sunk w ith­ 
out warning. 
In 
short, a sub­ 
marine is not bound to come to 
the surface and expose itself to 
g unfire before a tta cking a m er­ 
chantman ca rrying contraband to 
an enemy country. 
This is the exa ct position ta ken 
by our own g overnment in the 
World 
War. 
In 
J anuary 
19 16, 
Secretary Lansing and President 
Wilson proposed tha t an inter­ 
national guara ntee be given. First, 
tha t 
all 
merchantmen 
be 
not 
armed, 
and 
second, 
that 
their 
rig hts

as unarmed ships 
be 
respected 
by both Germany 
and 
G r e a t 
Britain. England refused. 
The proposal therefore, to arm 
merchant ships flying the Ameri­ 
can flag, is to subject American

on March 4. W ilson then got an

chantmen wjjhout the requested 
a uthority from Congress. Wilson 
did so, ships were sunk, and be­ 
fore a month passed, he asked 
Congress to 
declare war. 
Then 
from a request

a rmy only, he proceeded to send 
2,000,000 men to France where 
some of them still are. 
Is history to repea t? In short, 
wha t is the rea l reason for ask­ 
ing lea ve to arm ships? 
Admiral Stark, Chief of Naval 
Operations, in a letter to Con­ 
g ressman Mundt of South 
Da­ 
kota, advises tha t not one armed 
American 
merchantman
